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THE ENDOWMENT CAMPAIGN. 


The General Education Board recently gave Ripon Col- 
lege $50.000 toward a total of $300,000 for new endowment. 
With this gift more than half the proposed amount is sub- 
scribed and a campaign for the remainder is being carried 
forward vigorously. 

The present effort to double the endowment of the College 
is the third and last part of a plan deliberately formed by the 
administration a dozen years ago for the expansion of the 
College. The first two steps comprised, (1) Putting the Col- 
lege in good physical condition, and (2) Elevating the type 
of college life and work, and increasing the number of stu- 
dents. These two steps are accomplished facts. 

Some of the material achievements of the past ten years 
are: : 

The building of Ingram Hall in 1900. 

The thorough modernizing of Smith Hall, a men’s, 
dormitory. 

The refitting of West Hall, a men’s dormitory. 

The fitting up of the College Commons. 

The endowment and reorganization of the Library 

The building of the Central Heating Plant. 

The refurnishing of Bartlett Cottage, women’s dor- 
mitory. : 

The equipment of Ingalls Athletic Field. 

The building of new cement walks for the whole 
campus. | 

The building of the new Gymnasium. 

The furnishing of modern apparatus for the labora- 
tories in Biology and Physiology. 

The expansion of the Chemistry laboratory equip- 
ment. 

The complete equipment of the Physics laboratory 
with modern apparatus. 

The installation of a new and most improved sys- 
tem of accounts. 7 

The abolishing of the preparatory department, so 
that all the resources are devoted to the best four 
years of college training possible. 


This is a notable series of improvements; and they were 

all provided with but little help from outside the immediate 
friends of the College. 
The second part of the program of progress followed 
closely on the first. With the new equipment came larger 
number of students. In the last ten years, Ripon College has 
eraduated as many students as in all the fifty years of its 
previous history. 

For the last five years each of the four college classes had 
numbered from forty to eighty—a number which can be 
handled without any assistant teachers, and yet averaging 
classes as large as the heads of departments can handle ad- 
vantageously. 

Three Ripon graduates have received appointment to the 
U. S. Bureau of Standards in the last six months, because they 
ranked highest on the U. 5S. Civil Service examination Vist 
One of them stood 99.5 per cent. One went from a $1,500 
fellowship in Pittsburgh University to the Frye Glass Works, 
Rochester; Pa., as expert, chemist. One is in the Edisonumat- 
oratories. One became head professor of Physics in the Car- 
negie Institute of Technology two years after graduation, and 
was. offered a scientist position on a North Pole expedition. 
Two are assistants at the University of Wisconsin, and many 
go there as Fellows. There are six now in Yale as graduate 
Fellows or Instructors. Eight are now in theological semi- 
naries. One is a professor in Milwaukee Normal. -The de- 
mand for Ripon teachers exceeds the supply. 

The factors governing moral sentiment and spiritual ideals 
are now in more perfect control in Ripon College than they 
have been for many years. .An earnest and loyal spirit per- 
vades the student body; hard work and orderly conduct are 
honored. There is an able and united faculty doing a quiet 
and efficient work, to maintain the highest type of a Christian 
college. 

The completion of the proposed endowment fund wili 
complete a comprehensive plan for improvement and make 
permanent the excellent results already secured. 


CHAPEL AND VESPER SERVICES. 


In the conduct of the morning chapel and mouthly vesper 
services, the faculty has had this year the hearty co-operation

SOCIAL LIFE. 


For several years the more general social activities of 
the student body have been organized and directed by a com- 
mittee consisting of seven students and one member of the 
faculty. This committee seeks to promote desirable activities 
which might otherwise fail to receive proper support and to 
secure for them the attendance and active participation of 
all students. 

The plan for this year includes four general college par- 
ties, one to be under the direction of each college class. The 
first of these, a Hallowe’en party, was given by the Senior 
class; the second, a Christmas party, is to be given by the 
Sophomores on the evening of December 18th. A Valentine 
party and a May party will follow, to be given by the Juniors 
and Ereshmen réspectively. such parties in the past have 
been very successful in promoting acquaintance and sociability. 

Interspersed with these larger gatherings, a few dancing 
parties are given in the college gymnasium. ‘These are under 
the supervision of members of the college faculty. The dance 
which is held at the close of the first semester and is known 
to students as the Prom, is one of the more important social 
events of the year.

THE SCHOOL OF MUSIC. 3 


The music department of Ripon College is showing much 
activity and good attainment by its students in all branches 
of the musical art. Miss Cordelia E. Kent, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
has been added to its faculty of well known instructors. The 
pupils in. the theory, voice, piano, violin, and pipe organ de- 
partments keep the teachers busy. Besides the regular work 
of the pupils in lessons and classes, a number of outside mu- 
sical activities are of educational and social value to the stu- 
dents. The Congregational church choir is under the direction 
of Prof. Bintliff. This choir is composed of the more ad- 
vanced singers of the College and School of Music. This - 
affords fine opportunities in training for those who wish to 
’ fill choir positions later and to become acquainted with the 
best church music. Later in the season a mixed chorus will 
be organized which will prepare an oratorio for the annual com- 
mehcemeént concert in June. This chorus. wsually numbers 
about one hundred voices. 

The preparations for the Glee Club trip are now in full 
swing. Membership in this club will mean much this year. 
The club is under the management of Prof. Warren B. Smith. 
Mrs. Bintliff will, as usual, direct the program. ‘A fine trip 
may be expected and everything points to a program of great 
interest. The voices are unusually good and there is much 
enthusiasm shown in the rehearsals. The effort will be to 
make this concert typical “oi real college life. 

A very successful series of Artists’ Concerts and Re- 
citals is being conducted under the management of the School 
of Music... The course was opened by Clarence, Eddy, the 
world’s great organist, who appeared in an organ recital on 
October 10. The second concert of the series was given by 
Miss Jennie F. W. Johnson, contralto, and Mrs. Helena Stone 
Torgeson, harpist, who appeared in joint recital on November 
12. On December 3 the celebrated blind pianist, Edward Bax- 
ter Perry, gave his most interesting illustrated lecture on 
Medieval Legends for Pianoforte. Still to come on this course 
are two more concerts, the first will be on January 19, 1914, 
when Shakespeare’s Midsummer Night’s Dream, with the in- 
cidental music by Mendelssohn, will be represented. Mr. 
Walter Bradley Tripp, dramatic reader, will interpret the play 
and the music will be given by the students and faculty oi 
the School of Music. The last concert will be given in April 
by the Artists’ Triomir. William Jaffe, violinist, Carl Bracke 
ner, ‘cellist, and Otto Malek, pianist.
